MEMORIAL. 

When  general  Ronaparte  leaves  the  Beller- 
ophon  to  go  on  board  the  Northumberland,  it 
will  he  the  proper  moment  for  Admiral 
Cockburn  to  hare  the  effects  examined  which 
general  Roiiaparte  may  have  brought  with 
him. 

The  Admiral  will  allow  all  tha  baggage, 
wine  and  provisions,  which  the  general  may 
have  brought  with  him,  to  bo  taken  on  board 
the  Narthumberlaiid.  Among  the  baggage 
his  table  service  ia  to  be  understood  as  inclu- 
ded, unlesB  it  be  so  considerable  as  to  seem 
rather  an  article  to  be  converted  into  reudy 
money  than  real  use. 

Mil  mnitey,  his  diamonds,  and  bis  saleable 
fflecta,  (consequently  bills  of  exchange  also) 
ot  whatever  hind  they  may  bo,  must  be  deliv. 
ered  up.  The  Admiral  will  declare  to  the 
general  that  Hie  British  government  hy  no 
means  intends  to  confiscate  liis  property,  hut 
merely  to  take  upon  it.elf  the  admiiiisiratioa 
of  his  effects  to  hinder  him  from  using  tehm 
as  a means  to  promote  his  fl  ght. 

The  examination  shall  be  made  in  the  pre- 
sence of  a person  named  by  Bonaparte ; the 
inventory  ol  the  effecU  to  be  retained  shall 
be  signed  by  this  person  as  well  as  by  the 
Rear-Admiral,  or  by  the  person  whom  he  shall 
appoint  to  draw  up  the  inventory. 

The  interest  or  principal  (according  as  his 
properly  is  more  or  less  Considerable)  shall  be 
applied  to  his  support,  and  in  this  respect  the 
principal  arraiigementi  to  be  left  to  him. 

For  this  reaaon  he  can  from  liioe  lo  time 
signify  hia  wiahei  to  the  Admiral  fill  the  arri- 
val of  the  new  Governor  nf  St.  Helena  and  af- 
terwards to  the  latter  ; and  if  an  objection  ia 
to  bo  made  to  hit  proposal,  the  Admiral  or  the 
fipvernor  can  give  the  neoesa.ay  orders,  and 
the  diahiirsemcnt  will  be  paid  by  bills  on  hia 
Majesty’s  Treaturj'. 

In  cate  of  death,  he  can  ditpoae  of  his  pro]s. 
erty  hy  a last  will,  and  be  assured  that  the 
contenit  of  his  testament  shall  be  faithfully 
executed.  ’ 

As  an  attempt  might  he  made  to  make  a part 
of  hia  properly  pass  for  tlie  property  of  the 
persons  ol  his  suite,  it  must  be  signified,  that 
the  property  of  his  attendants  ia  subject  to  the 
same  regulations. 

The  disposal  of  the  troops  left  to  guard  him 
mint  he  left  to  the  Governor. 

The  latter,  however,  liaa  received  a notice, 
in  the  case  wiiich  will  be  hereafter  mentioned, 
to  act  according  to  the  desire  of  tbe  Admi- 
ral. 

The  geaeral  must  constantly  be  attended  by 
an  officer  appointed  by  the  Admiral,  or  if  the 
case  occurs,  by  the  Governor.  If  the  general 
ia  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  bounds  w here  tha 
cenlinela  are  placed,  an  orderly  man  at  least 
must  accompany  the  officer. 

When  thipa  arrive,  and  as  Lhg  aa  they  are 
in  sight,  the  general  remains  Confined  to  the 
limits  where  the  centinels  are  placed.  During 
this  time  all  communication  with  the  inhahi- 
tanta  ia  forbidden.  Hia  companions  in  St.  He- 
lenaare  subject  during  this  time  to  the  same 
rules,  and  must  remain  with  him.  At  other 
times  it  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  Admi- 
ral or  Governor  to  make  the  necessary  regula- 
tions concerning  llWm.  It  trmat  be  signified  to 
the  general,  that  if  he  make  any  attempt,  to  fly, 
be  will  then  he  put  under  close  confinement., 
and  it  must  be  noiiiied  tohti  attendants,  that  if 
it  should  be  found  that  they  plot  to  prepare 
the  general’s  flight,  tliey  shall  be  separated 
from  him, and  put  underdose  coiifinement. 

All  letters  addrassed  to  the  general  or  to 
persons  in  hia  suite,  must  be  dehverei!  to  tho 
Admiral  or  Governor,  who  will  read  them  be 
fore  he  lutters  them  to  be  deliver^H  to 
thoae  to  whom  they  are  addressed.  Letters 
written  by  the  general  or  his  suite  are  subject 
to  the  same  rule 

No  letter  that  does  not  come  to  St.  Helena 
through  the  Secretary  of  Slate  must  be  com- 
municated to  tlie  general  or  his  attendants,  if  it 
ia  written  by  a person  not  living  in  tlie  island. 
All  their  letters  addressed  to  persona  not  liv- 
ing  in  the  island  must  go  under  the  cover  of 
the  Secretary  of  State. 

It  will  be  clearly  expressed  to  the  gentle- 
man that  the  governor  and  Admiral  have  pre- 
cise orders  to  inform  his  Majesty’s  government 
of  kU  the  wishes  and  repreteiiutions  which 
the  general  may  desire  to  address  te  it  ,•  in 
this  respect,  they  need  not  use  any  precaution. 
But  the  paper  on  which  such  request  or  rep- 
resentation IS  written  must  be  committed  to 
them  open,  that  they  may  both  read  it,  and 
when  they  send  it  accompany  it  with  such 
observations  as  they  niay  judge  necessary. 

Till  the  arrival  of  the  new  Qovernor  the 
Admiral  must  be  considered  as  cntirelv  res- 
ponsible tor  the  person  of  f.en-ral  Ifini.-ar'e, 
and  bis  Majesty  has  no  doubt  of  the  iiichns- 
tion  of  the  present  Governor  to  concur  witji 
the  Admiral  for  this  purpote.

Ill  Governor  Shelby’s  Message  to  the  present 
liCgislstiire,  we  can  promise  that  oiir  readerk 
will  find  rtiuch  to  applaud,  and  little,  which 
will  not  meet  with  their  entire  approbation 
The  siiirit  w hich  it  breatlies,  hke  that  of  all 
his  former  messsf^s,  is  wholly  patriotic  , and 
if  it  is  infused  into  the  breasts,  as  we  hope  it 
will  be,  of  our  Representatives  in  the  EeRisla- 
ture  and  in  ConpresB,  and  is  acted  on  by  them, 
cannot  fail  tn  produce  the  beat  possible  results 
What,  however,  particularly  stamps  a value 
upon  this  messaRe,  is  its  practical  and  econo- 
tiiical  recommendations respecliiiR  our  internal 
and  domestic  concerns.  The  Governor  does 
not  content  himself  with  the  common  admoni- 
tions (fiven  on  similar  occasions,  of  rc-ortrau- 
izinR  and  perfecting  our  militia  syst-ms,  Sic. 
that  we  may  be  at  all  limes  prepared  for  war — 
knowing  full  wrll,  by  the  experience  of  the 
past,  that  more  is  necessary  to  promote  our 
happiness,  and  secure  our  indopendenie  of  all 
foreign  nations,  he  advises  us  to  cultivate,  ira 
prove,  and  dcvelope  as  soon  as  possible,  our 
internal  resources  •.  for  these  reasons,  lie  pro- 
poses for  legisUlive  consideration,  tlie  encou- 
ragement ot  our  infant  manufactories — the  im- 
provement and  extension  of  our  internal  navi- 
gation and  highwayi— and  the  patronage  of 
Steam  n-iats — than  which,  no  subjects  can  be 
more  inlerestiiig  to  the  western  people.  Our 
manufacturers  have  met  with  no  support  from 
Xfttise  who  administer  our  government,  save 
what  the  necessities  of  the  Treasury  ^jroduced 

— and  when  I reasury  wants  again  pressed 

but  this  is  an  otli.ius  subject,  and  We  are  free 
to  confess,  that  all  our  legist  Uures  have  re- 
warded them  with — praise  ! — .\s  to  roads  and 
navigation— all  admit  they  want  improvement, 
though  none  act  to  produce  that  result.

I which  oveihung  our  country,  from  a war 
with  one  of  ihe  most  powerful  nations  of 
Europe,  brought  on  us  by  his  cupidity, 
envy  and  ambition,  and  which,  in  its  pixi 
gross,  llireatened  the  subversion  of  cur 
national  institutions,  and  the  prostration 
of our  independence.

The  nam;c  of 
our  government,  whose  end  and  object  is 
the  general  happiiuss  of  the  whole  of  the 
con'iiiunity,  rendered  us  averse  to  war, 
and  solicitous  to  avo'd,  by  any  honorable 
means,  an  appeal  to  ai  ms.  (dur  forbear- 
ance  was  consider  d by  the  enemies  of 
our  institutions,  as  the  result  of  weakness 
Lt  the  government,  and  the  loss  bv  its 
citizsns  of  that  liigh  sense  .of  national 
honor  and  love  of  country,  which  had 
once  been  our  distinguishing  cliaracier- 
isiic. 

When  at  last,  that  appeal  was  made, 
the  eyes  of  tlie  world  were  upon  us 
They  considered  it  as  the  test  of  our  na- 
tional character,  and  tlie  ordeal  which 
was  to  piove,  wlietiicr  our  government 
was  capable  of  sustaining  the  shock  of 
external  war,  aided  by  imernal  intrigue.

WE  meet  on  the  present  occasion  un- 
der auspices  much  more  favorable  to 
our  comfnon  country,  than  at  any  funner 
peri«d.  The  blessings  of  peace  are  a- 
gain  restored  to  our  land,  and  the  abun- 
dant productions  of  our  fields,  furnish  to 
ever/  part  of  the  slate,  all  the  necessaries 
and  many  of  the  comforts  of  life  : and 
demand  from  us  our  most  greaiful  ac- 
knowledgments to  Him  from  whom  we 
receive  so  many  blessings. 

On  former  occasions  it  has  been  my 
duty  to  point  out  to  you  the  dangers 


atid  liberal  co-operation  on  their  pan,  on 
subjects  connected  therewith,  or  having 
an  influence  thereon. 

I particularly  recommend  to  your  con- 
sideration, the  propriety  of  establishing  a 
State  Magazine  ; and  making  provision 
by  law,  for  procuring  arms,  ammunition, 
camp  equipage,  8tc.  sufficient  to  meet 
any  public  emergency. 

Tlie  navigation  of  the  Ohio  and  Mis- 
sissippi rivers,  by  Steam  Boats,  regular- 
ly saiUDg  up  and  down  those  waters,  af- 
ford to  our  country,  a fair  prospect  of  re- 
ceiving many  of  our  imports  upon  much 
cheaper  terms  than  can  be  obtained  by 
bringing  tliem  from  the  ports  of  the  Eas- 
tern States.

-also  be  highly  advantageous  in  opening  a 
direct  barter  of  our  export  produce  for 
our  imported  goods,  thereby  saving  to  the 
State  the  commissions  and  per  centages 
of  the  intermediate  agents  and  merchants 
employed  in  our  present  circuitous  trade. 

The  experiments  which  have  been 
made  by  the  §team  boats  on  these  waters, 
give  strong  assurances  of  ultimate  suc- 
cess.— 'Jihere  has,  however,  not  been  a 
sufficient  number  of  them  in  operation  to 
enable  me  to  speak  with  entire  confi- 
dence. It  is  believed  by  many,  that  a 
sufficient  capital  has  not  yet  been  employ 
cd  in  that  line,  to  give  the  experiment  a 
fair  trial.  . I submit  to  the  better  infin  ni- 
ation  which  the  general  assembly  will 
possess  in  its  collective  capacity,  the  de- 
termination of  the  question,  whether  it 
should  be  left  to  individual  enterprize  lo 
ascertain  its  utility,  or  whether  the  slate 
shotild  lend  its  aid  in  the  undertaking.

CII  .ces'er  are  acquiring  a congregation  of  vjl- 
lages  and  hamle.s  by  these  means,  which  upon 
the  whole  imports  fnni  the  other  countirs  and 
Cta'es.  a b ilanre  oj  Jiour  ami  meal  to  feed  their 
awarminf  hivee  of  indttetriont  manvfncturere 
Mild  merhanict  All  the  metropolitan  tnwns  in 
our  counties  and  the  lesser  lownaand  villages, 
exhibit  the  same  evidences  of  the  • pis.gress 
of  manuracturitig  industry  and  skill.  It  is  the 
interest  of  the  United  Suies,  to  bring  the 
manufacturieg  purchasera  to  the  doors  ol  the 
farmers.  This  is  happily  exhibited  in  the  dis- 
tilleries, tanneri  s,  flaxseed  oil  mills,  flour
